portant changes that are desired in 
the rules of the House, and the Com- 
mittee on Committees -which Is au- 
thorized to draft a revision of the 
rules will probably have little diffi- 
cult}' in preparing its report. : The 
committee Is to meet in Harrlsburg 
tomorrow. 
It Is not only to 'devise 


tho rules but to name the committees 
und employes of tho House, all to be 
reported to the House next Monday 
evening for its approval. 


There will be, it is said, not more 


than 20 amendments to the rules, and 
the Tsitlk cf these will have to do with 
liberalizing of two important phases 
of action, the consideration of origi- 
nal resolutions, and of bills that have 
been held up or disapproved by com- 
mittees. 


Vnder trie old rules tho committees 


have exercised greater power than Is 
regarded as consistent with present 
day ideas. Tn previous sessions, when 
a committee had delayed action on a 
bill. It could be discharged from fur- 
ther consideration of the measure by 
i majority vote of ihe House In favor 
of ;L resolution to that effect, "but as 
such a resolution had to lie over for 
one weeS after presentation, time1 was 
given for .the committee to report'the 
bill out with a "negative" recommen- 
dation, In'which event it 
could be 


placed on the calendar for the consid- 
eration of the House only by. a mnjor- 
ty vote of nil the members, or 
as 


many voles as ,tt would require on 
final passage.
